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The New York World's Ottawa 
correspondence describes the men wbo 
wear titles in Canada, a.s well as those 

whose names havo been mentioned as 
proper subjects for Imperial ' honors. 
We quote a few extracts: 

The late Sir Allan ^lacNab was a 
prominent politician in olU Canada and 
lived in the style of a Highland chief- 
tain at Dundurn Castle, Hamilton. 
WliL'u he put up at an hotel ho invari- 
ably registered himself as "Tho 
MnoNab," and Lis son, who used to 
travel with him, pla^-ed jokes on his 
his sire by signing himself "Tho Other 
MacNab." 

Lieutenant-Colonel E. G. P. Little- 
ton was made a C. M. G. for his ser- 
vices as military secretary to Lord 
Duft'eriii. Ho brought his official 
career in Canada to an untimely end on 
the arrival of the.Marquis of Lome and 
the Princess Louis iii the fall ' o£ vl878 
by ordnrinir the ladieti uf Montreal to 
appear in low-iiecked dresses at the ball 
gi\eii by the St. Andrew's Society 
there, or in default to produce a doctor's 
certificate that exposure would endanger 
their health. 

Lieutenant Colonel McLeod received 
the honor for his services' as Chief 
Indian Commissioner in the North- 
west. 

Mr. Davis, ex-Premier of Manitoba, 
put iri' a claim for it, but it was refused 
liiiii. • The Duko of Canibrige, the 
Grand Master and first and principal 
Kniglit Grand Cross of tho Order, had 
to draw the, .line..^Bomew,here. Pavis 
kniit and keeps a saloon in Winnipeg, 
and when there was a deadlock in llie 
Legislature or a grave Jlinisterial crisis 
he invited all hands to tho bnr-rooin, 
and, peeling ofl' his coat,jumped behind 
the counter ^aiid restored j harmony ' 
among the visiting statesmen by setting 
up copious libations of Hudson Bay 
rum, which strikes its victim like a 
^Afanitoba blizzard. 

ilr. Amor de Cosmos, member from 
Victoria, B. C, in Dominion Parlia 
inent, was also refused the honor, or 
rather he expected it, but did not get 
it. He worked hard with Governor 
Trutch in arranging the terms for the 
admission of Eritish Columbia into the 
Union. His "born" name is William 
White, and he was a tailor in Nova 
Scotia before he became a diplomat on 
the Pacific coast. When he introduced 
a bill in the British Columbia Legisla- 
ture'for changing his name to Amor de 
Cosmos — ran isoxeles triangle of a 
name, composed of Latin, French and 
Greek — the representative from the 
Kamloops mines, who announced that 
bis constituents "didn't want no such 
nonsense,'' moved in aroendpbent 'that 
he , be called Amor de Blazes, and the 
motion was nearly carried. 

Colonel Gzowski, of Toronto, who 
was appointgd aide-de-camp to the 
Queen eighteen months ago, worked for 
a baronetcy by entertaining the Prince 
of Wales in royal style at the Canadian 
canip,fit Wimbledon for several years, 
and was in a fair way to get it when 
the publication of his biography in a 
London socictv paper put an end to his 
aspirations, He is a Polish refugee, 
was a dancing-master for some years 
in Boston, and coming to Canada thirty 
fy^ar's i ngo: became a . partner with 
Senator Macpherson, -"Sir A. T. Gait 
and the late Hon. L. Holton, of Mon- 
treal, in one of those sub-contracts on 
the Grand Trunk Rf.il way tho unfra- 
grant memory of which is all that 
thousands of English spinsters, widows 
and poor parsons havo got or are likely 
to get for their money* . ,

TLe Insignificance of Primeval CItiei. 

I cannot conclude this chapter on the 
third, tho burnt city, without examming 
oncQ more tbe question whether this 
pretty litllo town, with brick walls, wliich 
can hardly have housod 3,000 inhabi- 
tants, could have been identical with the 
great Homeric iOioB of immortal renown, 
whiohwitbstood-ior ten long yenxs, the 
heroio efTorts of the united Greek army 
of 110,000 men, and whioh could only at 
last bo captured by a etrutagem, 

Fii'st, aa regards the size of all the pre- 
lustoric cities, I repeat that thev wero 
but very small. In fact, wc can hardly 
too much contract our ideas of tho di- 
mensions of thoao primeval cities. 

So, according to the Attic tradition, 
Athens was btiilt by the Felasgians, and 
was limited tothe small rock of the Acrop- 
olis, whoso plateau is of oval form, 900 
feet long and -fOO feet broad at its broad- 
est part; but it was much smaller still 
until Oimou enlarged it by building the 
wall on its eastern declivity, and leveling 
the slope within by meann of deoris. Tho 
loninna, having captured the city, forced 
the Pelosgiona to settle at tho southern 
foot of the Acropolis. According to Thu- 
oydides, AUionii was oiU^' enlarged by 
tho coalescL>nce uf tho Attio demi there 
cHccted by Thcseuf. In like munner 
.\tlicuK, i'lieboB, Mycena3, and all tho 
other cities whose names are of tho 
plural form, were probably at first lim- 
it-cd to their strongliulJ, ciJled polia, 
and had their names iu the singular ; 
but, the cities having been enlarged, 
they received the plural name, the cita- 
del being then culled acropolis, aud the 
lower town polis. The most striking 
proof of this is tlie name of the valley 
Polis in Ithaca, which is not derived 
from a real city or acropolis — for my ex- 
cavations there have proved that this 
single fertile vidley in the island can 
never have been tho site of a city — 
but from a natural rock, which has novi-r 
been touched by the hand of man. This 
rook, however, having precisely the 
shape of a citadel, ia for this reason now 
called casferon, and was, no doubt, in an- 
cient times, colled Polis, which name 
has been transferred to the valley. 

Tho oncioiit Polis or Asty was the or- 
dinary habitation of the town chief or 
King, with his fanuly uud dei)eiidantH, as 
well us tho richer clunses of tho people ; 
it wits tho Hi to of the .\gura aud tho tem- 
ples, and the general place of refuge in- 
time of danger. We have traces of this 
fact in the extended senso of the Italian 
caatoUo, to embrace a town, and in the 
Axiglo-Saxon burh ; also, as Prof. 
Virchow suggests to me, in tho Shnnsh 
gardhortAs (Burgwall) "What, indeed," 
says Jlr. Gladstone, "have wo to say 
vihen wo find that, in tho period uf the 
incunabula of Rome, the Bomaus on tho 
Pulutine were probably faced by the 
Habines on the hill of tho Capitol?" It 
is, therefore, not tho smallnoss (if tho 
third, tho burnt city, which can prevent 
us from identifying it with tho Homeric 
Troy, because Homer is not a historian, 
but an opio poet. — Dr. Sohliemann's 
" Ilioa."

' i LoKDOS, M^y 22.— The revised version 
of the New Testament, published on 
Tuesdav, was waited for with keen 
interest, and was received witii an al- 
most unbroken course of ditsapproval. 
The public are astounded at ilie number 
and chai^aqter .of the changes in the 
authorized'text—Tbe- bishop of Glou- 
cester, in presenting the work to the 
convention, announced that in the 
gospel the changes average nine in each 
five verses, and in epistles three changes 
in each verse. Elaborate criticisms 
appear in most of the daily papers, all 
condemnatory and accusing the revisers 
o£.a disregard of their pledges to in- 
troduce the fewest alterations possible. 
These articles quote a score of examples 
where the changes were purely frivolous 
and capricious, and deaouuce the self- 
opinionated scholarsbip of the motley 
combinations- of., theologians and pro- 
fessors which has disfigured, mangled 
and made unrecognisable some of 
the noblest passages of the bible. The 
Saturday Jltuieio complains of the child- 
ish pedantry of the reviser, and describes 
the new version as sadly inferior to the 
old one in general vigor and beauty of 
>:langu^ge.' - It pi;edicta that it will 
never come into general use. Other 
•papers express in similar terms their 
grief,a5tonisbiiiont and ref^ret at the rc 
visers! wanton disregard of thereveronco 
and lovo felt by the English people of 
theexisting text,saying that the.revisera 
may know' Greek,' but not English, and 
protbsting against defacing the noblest 
monument of English pro&e. It is 
understood that an act of parliament 
is required to enforce tlie u.sc of the 
new version by the established church. 
The government have no intention of 
proposing such ■ an act. Meantime 
2,000,000 copies have .been sold, Cam- 
bridge and' sOxfprd ■"universities, who 
own the ' copyright, are competing with 
each'other in rather an undignified nian- 
nor, but both are at present unable to 
supply the orders ^received after April. 
The testament is published in various 
styles, at prices from one shilling to 
jjwp pounds.

Whatever of tlirift the queen didn't 
inherit, was carefully cultivated in her 
by her husband. Prince Albert. Ho had 
lived all his life on the beggarly pittance 
of a German prince, and when he be- 
came the husband of the queen he 
thought the splendors of Arabia wore 
his on un allowance of .$150,000. He 
thriftily set to wort to make his pearls 
bloom and bear seed? He invented the 
great exhibition of 18.52 and bought up 
all the land in Kensington, whicli he 
foresaw would be indispensable to tlioci- 
ty. His investments turned out bonanzas, 
and when he "died his riches were so 
enormous that the will was never en- 
trusted to doctors commons, where by 
law all testaments must be registered. 
Queen Victoria is the richest woman 
in Europe as well a.s the best paid nion- 
arcli.

Almost overy day during tho past 
month our streets were made lively by 
pack, trains, consisting of Indian ponies, 
numbering from half a dozen to two score 
or more, andheavy freight wagons covorod 
with canvas and every two coupled to- 
gether ' drawn by horses and mules 
from teams of six to sixteen, all strung 
upon the same chain.

An 
arrangement ha.s beon consummated with 
the Canadian postal authorities by whi,ch 
tho steamers will run from Seattle to Vic- 
toria three times each week. Tho splen- 
did steamer North Paeifio will arrive to- 
day with tho mails and Wells, Farg« & 
Co.'s express. Arrangements are on foot 
which,' it is thought, will ensure a daily 
mail sorvico with Victoria and a daily ser- 
vice betweea A'ictoria and Yale in con- 
nection with the Western Slope and an- 
otbor through boat. Tliis is good news, 
indeed, fOr British Columbians. 

The Flour Contract.

SECOND DAY. 

FriD-VV, June 3. 
Court opened at 1L15 a. m. 
S. Walker vs. Bank of British North 
America. Mr. A. E. B. Davie and Mr. 
M. W. T. Drako for plaintiff; and Mr. 
Edwin Johnson and Mr. W. N. Bole for 
defendant. 

Mr. Johnson for tho dofunce asked tho 
indulgence of tho jury in addressing them 
as ho had but seldom appeared in tlio Su- 
pomo Court and had been obliged by cir- 
cumstances, much against Jiis inclination, 
to appear to-day. The Bank ofB.N.Amor- 
ica had been strangely unfortunate in 
their contest with -Mr. S. Walker. Mr. 
Ball, not being a lawyer, made a mistake 
in supposing that his jurisdiction only ex- 
tended to §500. Tho bank had to boar tho 
expense of hia mistake. Other steps wore 
taken and afterwards tho whole proceed- 
ings were annulled by tho Supreme Court 
at Victoria. Again tho bank had to pay 
all tho costs. Thou two learned gentlo- 
innn engaged in tho case had been pro- 
moted to the bench so that tho bank could 
not obtain their services either as jiulgos 
or advisors. Ho was glad that the matter 
had now come to an issue and ho was 
sure it was safe in tho hands of a jury of 
good business men. He liad never enter- 
ed upon a case with more contidcnco in 
tho issue. Tho learned counsul quoted au- 
thorities on maliciousness spoken of by the 
learned counsel for thoplaintlT in opeuing 
tho case. On tho question of falsehood in 
affidavits on tho part of the. defendant ho 
would say that hia client was certainly en- 
titled to a writ of attachiuont for that writ 
was issued by tho court. Tlio question of 
falaoncss and lualiciousiiess often turned 
on a question of hiw and lie cited tho autlin r- 
itymado use of by .Mr. Drake for the plaiti- 
titr showing that in that case tho judges 
differed. He quoted at some length 
and endeavored to show the jury that uo 
maliciousness was intended or wilful mis- 
statements made use of. This was tho 
gist of the whole case and while conced- 
ing that Mr. Drako had put tho case for 
the plaintiff very fairly yet no one v^ho 
knew Mr. Burns,the manager of the bank, 
would accuse him of any such thing as 
maliciousness. Mr. Burns' affidavit was 
then read and commented on. Tho pl.i.in- 
titr did not dispute tho fact 
that tho bank liold a promissory note 
against him. It did not matter whether 
tho indorsQo had received value for it or 
not. Tho fact of a mistake of §500 oc- 
curring in tho accounts of Neufelder & 
Co. had nothing to do with the case as 
between the bank and the plaintiff. He 
contended that tiio statouient in (hu uili- 
davit was absolutely correct. Tho note was 
held by the bank as security for tho Neu- 
felder overdraft. Tho bank lield no floour- 
ity for that note and the statement was 
therefore correct; it got 50 cents on the 
dollar on the overdraft, but all that was 
obtained for the other 50 cents was tho 
noto of Walkor. The Insolvency Act was 
then discussed to show that tho bank was 
entitled to a writ of attachment. Thoy 
were tho holders of Walker's noto dopos- 
itod with them before maturity as ' collat- 
eral security for the overdraft and were 
therefore entitled to collect by writ of at- 
tachment. Tho position of tho plaintifi" 
at that timo was next commented on. 
Three notes wore liold by tho bank all of 
which were dishonored, namely, the Neu- 
felder note, the Beody noto and tlio Enter- 
prise Company's noto. Thir. -.vas surely 
enough upon which to deem tho plaintiff 
an insolvent. The conveyance of tho 
plaintift'a property to Pinkerton was next 
alluded to. 

The Chief Justice here roinarkod that 
assuming the nlaintiff was insolvent at 
that timo it had nothing to do with tho 
question at issue. He liad been dragged 
by tho Ijank from Court to Court and had 
been proceeded agiiinst by another Com- 
pany at the same time till ho had been 
obliged to take tho initiative and institute 
a suit against tho bank. 

The learned counsel on resuming said 
he would deal with the question of plain- 
tills insolvency. Ho was anxious t9 
establish tlie bank's regularity in thoso | 
proceedings as that would have an im- 
pcrt.ant bearing upon tho case. A largo 
and wealthy corporation liko tho Bank of 
B. N. A. was the most unlikely to exhibit 
malice. Mr. Bums could have had no 
object in those proceedings beyond 
protecting the inti. sts of the bank. 
Tho circum.''tances connected with the I 
issue of tho writ of attacliment were next ! 
detailed, and he contended that the bank 
never ceased to hold an interest in the 
Walker note. Tho b.aiik had a perfect 
right to maketuse of tho Beedy note. A 
good deal had been said about tho bank 
pursuing Walker from Court to Court; 
but ho contended that Walker had pursu- 
ed the bank and would not let the matter 
rest, with a view uf obtaining damages all 
the time. Tho bank had only defended 
itself against his attacks. Tho plaintilf 
had filed an injunction in chancery which 
had not been referred to by the learned 
counsel on tho othor3ido,andho spokeof it 
to show the jury how Walker had perse- 
cuted tho bank and not tho bank Walker. 
The idea had gone abroad that the plain- 
till had been remarkably successful in hia 
suits against the bank. These successes 
had been obtained on points of law 
and not on tho merits of the caso. 
Ho submitted that the bank had done 
nothing wrong in thus proceeding in tho 
first pl.ace, and had only defended 
themselves afterwards. The connec- 
tion of tho Enterprise Co. with tho 
case was tlien entered into and explained. 
It wn.s very natural that tlie company and 
tho bank should act together against 
Walkor as ho was owing them both. Ho 
was was prepared to provo that the com- 
pany had by resolution decided that 
should the bank fail thoy would take pro- 
ceedings against Walker in bankruptcy. 
Ho was satisfied that the jury would find 
for the defendant when they had hoard 
all tho evidence tnat would bo adduced, 
•lie would now proceed to call evidence. 

Robert Burns sworn — Was manager of 
the Bank of B.N. A.; had been so since 
the 4th March, 1879; ha^ no acquaintance 
with Mr. Walker before proceedings wore 
taken against him on the IGth April; wit- 
ness here stated tho circumstances con- 
nected with thoso proceedings; Mr. 
Ritchie was then the Barkerville agent 
and he had acted under instructions from 
him and the solicitor of the bank. 

Tho information received by Mr. Burns 
from Mr. Ritchie was objected to by Mr. 
Drako; objection sustained, but after- 
wards waived by Mr. Drako. 

Witness acted upon the advice of tho 
bank solicitor when proceedings wore 
taken by writ of attachment against Mr. 
Walker. This was done on the IGth 
of April; the affidavit sworn to on the 
16th April was prepared by the bank 
solicitor; objected to tho proposed en- 
dorser of the composition in the Neufel- 
der estate; accepted the composition and 
surrendered Walker's noto on tho lOtli of 
May; hia reasons for surrendering Walk- 
er's note wero given; the opinion thon 
»aa Miut tho estate of Walker w.t°. very 
trifling, and that it would be better to 
surrender the note and accept 60 cents 



onlihe-'-i^^lhte^aliadt^a note of Boedy's 
against "Walker at that time which was 

ovurduu and partly unpaid ;tlii.s was held 
as collateral security for Jieedy's over- 
draft;" it camo into tho custody of tho 
bank before it bocame due, and has not 
yet been paid oil"; tho bank still holds it; 
Boedy's overdraft at tho present timo is 
g21-l; tho circumstances connected with 
obtaining the Beedy noto wore thon detail- 
ed. Jlr. Burns' motives for taking that 
proceeding were not allowed to bo elicited; 
witness had no direct iiuthority from Mr. 
Beody to lake action upon the note; tho 
reason for applying to Beedy for author- 
ity was to provo tho question as to costs. 

A contention then arose as to tho uso of 
putting in a blank circular as ovidonco; 
it was finally decided that it was inadmis- 
aablo. 

The question as to whotiier tlio witness 
acted on tho advice of the bank solicitor 
was also overruled. 

Cross-examined by I\Ir. Drake — Wit- 
ness produced and road tiie telegram sent 
to Mr. Beody asking for permission to uso 
his noto against Walker; this noto v.'as 
not what is called " held short;" ihoro 
W.13 a bill of sale taken before the tablo- 
grain was sent; tho bill of sale was addi- 
tional security on tho overdraft; did not 
know what tho bill of s.alo amounted to; 
did not send any other telegram to Beedy; 
no value was put on tho Neufelder nolo 
in the anionded statement of IGth April ; 
could not put any value on it because the 
estate was considered valueless; i)roved 
tho amount of the note, SI250, on the 
Neufelder estate; no value was put on 
thnit note on tK&T-Cth April e.xcept in liti- 
gation; Walker was an adjudicated in- 
solvent at that time and thoroforo he 
handed up tho note; tho Enterprise Com- 
pany wore then indebted to the bank to 
tho amount of about §9000; used his own 
discretion in holding the debt of Boedy's 
against Walkor; did not give Mr. Ritchie 
instructions to press tho bill of sale; ap 
pealed ai.;aiii.sl tho proceedings of Jlr. 
Justice Gray; appealed the second time; 
appealed to the privy council; tho result 
was not very flattering to the other side; 
it was not tlattoriug to tho bank; Mr. 
Bums' affidavit was then read and witness 
said that there was a clerical error in it 
with roferoilco to tho amount stated to bo 
duo. 

In reply to Mr. Johnson it was stated 
that the bank was not allowed to appeal 
to the privy council. 

Tho Chief Justice expressed tho hope 
to tho jury that tho case would be finished 
during the day, Ho was prevented from 
obtaining groceries on account of it as ho 
dared not speak to tho juryman with 
whom he dealt. Ho was sure all tho jury- 
men would be glad to get through with it. 



AFTERNOON SITTING. 
Mr. J. D. Pomberton .appeared on a 
summons from tho Court and explained 
the circumstances connected with lua fail- 
ure to attend on Wednesday morning. 
In consequence of being away from homo 
ho did not receive tho summons till it was 
too late. 

, The^01iiof Justice said that the excuse 
wftSihe thought, sufficient, but tho gen- 
tleman who had been put upon the jury in 
Mr. Pomborton's place had most reason 
t.-; complain. It was certainly ha^l on 
that gentleman, whoever he was, and ho 
would therefore dismiss Mr. Penibcrtnn 
with n most solemn warning to bo more 
particular in future. 

An affidavit from H. Wilson of Halifax, 
Nora Scotia, stating that ho was clerk in 
tho bank agenc.v at Barkerville, in 1879, 
and that Jlr. Beedy had an overdraft at 
the bank; that he had seen the noto in tho 
possiBSsion of tho bank and the bank was 
the holder.of it, and that it ^va.B given as 
coUate.-al security on Boedy's overdraft. 

Andrew B. Ritchie, swora — Went to 
Cariboo in 1871 as agent to tho Haul; of 
B.N. A., and roniained there till the clua- 
iiig of the agency. 't'ho oiiviim.st.-uicc.'? 
connected wicli the notes of Walker's of 
.$900 odd each were narrated. This evi- 
dence was objected to by Mr. Drako, and 
objection sustained. 

Mr. Bole contended that the questions 
ought to bo sustained which ho wanted to 
put to the witness. 

The Cliiof Justice stated that tho bank 
had not a shadow of a claim upon the 
note in question after the IGlh .-Vpril. 

After some further discussion tho ovi- 
donce was resumed. 

When witness saw Walker ho had no 
money to ])ay the notes and wished to 
have them renewed; tho notes wero held 
till the I5th February, when he wished to 
have new notes p.aj-ablo at diflcreiit times; 
the first of these notes became duo on the 
15th March, but Walkor would not pay it, 
and it was jheld by tho bank. Tho hu.d- 
ness matters' of "Neufelder & Co., with 
the bank wore next detailed. This evi- 
dence was similar to what has already 
been given. Witness considered the note 
a ho)iiijhli transaction with tho bank; 
Neufelder then owed tho b.nnli between 
84,000 and 85,000. Evidence was taken 
which was not considered to bear up'^n 
the question at issue which was whether 
or not tho bank had given up the note on 
tho IGth April 1879. Witness— There 
was a rumor — 

Mr. Drake — Oh, nevermind tho rumor. 

Thd'Ohief * Justice— Now, Mr. Ritchio, 
what was the rumor ? An earthquake in 
Chili? 

Mr. Bole liojied the court wtjuld not 
turn the case into ridicule ; it was a very 
important oini and ho wiahe{l to he allow- 
ed to gn on with it for tho iiifomation of 
the jury. 

\vitneas— After note fell due Walker of- 
fered security which witness refused; sat- 
isfactory security not being forthcoming 
a request was made for security on goods 
which was not given; had tried to got the 
Beedy noto settled before leaving Bark- 
erville on the 19th of April; took collate- 
ral aeojifi^.-foE Beedy's overdraft on goods 
in hia warehouse, which he was soiling 
and remitting the proceeds in payment of 
overdraft; was under tho impression that 
Walker's profits wero not largo in his busi- 
ness; witness \i'as of opinion that Walker 
was not solvent in .March, '79 and enum- 
erated several notci that wero then due 
against him. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Drake who first 
road the bill of sale given by Mr. Beody 
to tho bank showing that the debt was 
then cancelled with tho oxception of 
§2000. Witness hadroceivedmorethUnSSOO 
froiri Bocdy since then; §2000 had boon 
received in goods and 31300 in cash; tho 
learned counsel hero contended that tho 
bank owed tho estate of Mr. Beedy about 
?1100, and therefore, it had no claim 
whatever on Walker's noto to Beedy. Tho 
entries made by witness in Nou folder's 
books wore hero discussed. Witness stat- 
ed thiit objections wero not raised by Ncu- 
f older to his m.aking thoso entries; the 
telegram for prisoner to use Beedy's noto 
was dated ;23r'd Jtino. 

'VyIn.'Pgllard, sworn for tho defence and 
examined by Mr. Johnson — Mr W.-dker 
was sued on tho 5th Juno and judgmeni. 
was obtained by default; the actions 
wero discontinued in Janu.iry following. 

The Cliiof Justice again stated that the 
only qnoatiiiii fur the Jury was whether 
the bank had any claim against Walkor I 
on tho .lOth April, 1879. Tho trnnaactioi. j 



of the Enterprise corapany?had!).nothing 
to do with that question. 

In cross-examination by IMr. A. E. 15. 
Davie witness stated that ho believed the 
afiidavit was drawn up in the oflico of the 
bank solicitor, Mr. Rob6rtBbn,,aiid at his 
witness' request; he might have said that 
tho bank wanted tho affidavit to uphold 
the proceedings against "Walkor; did not 
remember any particular conversation 
with Mr. Burns about the Enterprise 
company assisting the bank in iusolveticy 
proceedings. 

Re-examined by Mr. Johnson — Wrote 
to nearly all who were indebted to 
Walker; the list represented about §0000; 
but only get two or three dollars; sev- 
eral debts wero rej>uiliatcd. 

Somo affidavits, protests and coiiiea of 
mortgages were here put in by tho coun- 
sel for dofonsu as evidence. Tho judge's 
notes of judicial proceeding in the County 
Court at Cariboo were not allowed to be 
put in. 

Tho Chief Justice read orders that had 
been made by him in former proceedings, 
and a discussion of some length occurred 
as tn the admi.ssability of certain doou- 
monts a? evidence. Further notci weiKj 
made by tho court of objections on the 
part of tho defence. 

Mr. Bole was glad to say that tho jury 
wero now coining to the closo of a veiy 
lengthy ease, llo was glad to find that 
they had paid marked attention to it as it 
procoeded. As little timo would bo taken 
up as possible in tho matter by hini. The 
platntifif had sued for damages from the 
bank because it had taken proceedings 
against him in collecting a note. He then 
detailed tho circumstances that would en- 
able tho plaintilf to proceed against the 
defendant for damages. It was for the 
Court to say whether there was rea- 
sonable and probable cause in this casi-. 
The question of maliciuusness and spite 
was then dwelt upon. The only possible 
malice would bo malice in law and not in 
intention. No other malice euuk! possi- 
bly bo sujiposed in these proceedings. If 
tho bank on tho IGth .\pril hai! roasonablo 
and probablo cause for issuing a writ of 
attachment and making tho plaintitT an 
insolvent the verdict must go for the de- 
fendant. Tho circumstances of the entire 
procecdinga with reference to what is 
called the Neufelder note wore now detail- 
ed. If the bank had bad tho slightest 
idea that tho noto -was not on na jidr it 
would not liavo beon accepted. The pay- 
ment of tho note had been promised 
repeatedly by the plaintiff. Bill, of aalo 
given to Pinkerton was next criticized. 
No matter how severe tho statute of 
Insolvency, if tho defendants had acted 
in accordance with it thoy « ere at perfect 
liberty to do so. Tho learned counsel ro- 
feric-d to tho recent Cocrci;^u Act in Tro- 
land to illustrate his argument. Quota- 
tions wero also read from the Insolvency 
Act in support of his contsutiona; and 
that as the plaintifi" was knu\vn in March 
1879 to 1)0 insolvent tho ban.k had a per- 
fect right to take proceedings against him. 
Ho wa.-! thon certainly unable to moot his 
liabilities in full and was therefore an in- 
solvent within the meaning of tho Act. In 
acoordahce with tho Act a AVrit ol attach- 
ment was issued by tho bank against 
Walker on the IGth April. The business 
matters between tho bank and Neufelder 
were then commented on at soiuo length 
and tho opinion was oxprco/ied that the 
confirmation of the deed oi compo.sition 
and discharge had no legal effect till it had 
boon confirmed by the County Court. A 
groat deal of stress had been laid upon 
the fact that tho writ of attaidimcnt was 
issued after tho drcd had been adopted. 
Uo contended that that deed was not bind- 
i iig on the bank tillaf tor it had been confirm- 
ed by the County Court Judge. Details 
of tho courses open to the b.tnk on tho 
deed wore thon enumerated. The whole 
matter was an open question till the deed 
had beon confirmed. His contention was 
thoreforo that on the IGlh April tiie bank 
had a valid claim against tliO plaintiff for 
the sum of about §1,250. Another plea 
that proceedings had been continued was 
disposed of by tho fact that the bank had 
only "defendod their position. The plain- 
titT had all along boon an:;io^^ to secure 
damages from tho bank, it being a good 
mark to proceed against. It socmcd that 
tho bank was to bo mulcted in damages 
for acting on its o«'n defence. Tho bank 
had done nothing since the ICth April, 
187G, but defended itself, which of course 
every person had a right to do. The 
learned counsel contended th:i.l the plain- 
till had sustained no damages fri>in the 
course adopted by the banic as ho could 
only have got out of bankruptcy by tho 
consent of a majority of his ocoditors. 
Losses sustained by tho plaintiff, his posi- 
tion at tho commencement of these pro- 
ceedings, and tho former bankruptcy wero 
next dwelt upon. Tlio transaction with 
Pinkerton wascliaracterizod as beingavery 
laino one. Entries and eiplanations re- 
specting it wore unsatisfactory. Tho whtde 
transaction seemed to have beon a fraud- 
ulent and very contradictory one. Those 
entries could only be accounted for by liis 
trying to got out of tho ditliculty by 
asserting that tho evidence taken bcforo 
tho County Court Judge was WTongly 
taken down. Mr. Ritchio wa: certainly 
justified in taking the course he did. The 
Beedy noto was given in security of an | 
overdraft and for nothing else. Ho ' 
thought tho defence had fully proven that 
they had a right to recover it. Several 
other p >iuts were touclied upon in the 
course of tho learned couuiel'a argument, 
and authorities cited in support. He 
wished in conclusion to state to the jury 
that they wero the judges of the facta, 
and tho Court was the judge of tho law. 
If tho opinion of tho learned judge hap- 
[lenod to bo in accordance with their own 
so much the better; but if they differed 
from the judge they had a perfect right to 
do so. He thought the bank had 
reasonable and probable Ciiuso for their 
action, and assuch he was of opinion that 
they would find for the defoiulaiit. 

Mr. Drake for tho plaintilf contended 
that the bank had no debt ogainst the 
plaintiff when tho writ of att i.hment was 
issued. The other side had completely 
ignored that main point. Ho would read 
what the English judges said on such 
cases, and quoted accordingly from 
authorities. On the second of April 
the manager of tho bank moved tho accept- 
ance of tho deed of comjiosition and release 

Tho plaintiffs case war. that the bank 
had no shadow of a claim on him on tho 
19th .Vpril and no right to issue the writ. 
.Vuthoritios wero qnotco, in support o'f 
this view of tho matter. Tho plaintifTs 
first objection then w.ns that tho defend- 
ant had locked up all hia property 
and prevented him from carrying on 
hia business and payii'g hia just debts. 
Tho second plea was that tho bank had 
maliciously followed up the plaintiff". Ho 
was sorry for Mr. Burns in the witness 
box when ho had to admit that there was 
a clerical error in tho afiidavit sworn to by 
him. The inferenco was that there was 
maliciousness and spite evidenced by tho 
conduct of tho defendant in thoso proceed- 
ings. The effect of that clerical error was 
to bring the jury to tho witness box to tiy 
this caso now before thorn. Enterprise 
Com])any had beon induced to .support tho 
bank in prosecuting the plaiulUr and thiu 
yfaa proof of malioiousnoss' and spito 



against him; further discussion liad 
ensued on tho Pinkerton mortgage, but 
it could be easily shown that the transac- 
tion W.IS a perfectly legitimate one. Au- 
thorities were quoted in support. Evid- 
ence of Pinkerton .md AVidker was entire- 
ly satisfactory as to tho bona Jidei of that 
transaction. Reasonable and prob.ablo 
cause wtis tho third point urged by tho 
plaintifi". Tho defendant had failed to 
show reasoliablo and probable cause en- 
tirely. Account of proceedings instituted 
at Barkerville and Victoria in the case 
were then enumerated by the learned 
counsel. Strange to say the plaintiff was 
the only unfortunate intiividual among all 
tho creditors that tho bank had gone af- 
t«3r. Another question was that of 
damages that should boawarded his client. 
ProcDoJings had boon continued for more 
than a year and it seemed to bw a case of 
a poor man having .to contend against a 
wealthy corporation ■with a long purse. 
His client had certainly experienced an 
absolute damage of 85000 in loss of timo, 
loss of properly and loss of buainess. Also 
a reasonable compensation should be giv- 
en for tho sufferings ho had sustained dur- 
ing such a long courso of litigation. The 
bank had fought out tho thing (o tho bit- 
ter end and it was for tho jury to say 
what amount of damages should bo award- 
ed the plaintifl"in the suit. 

The Chief Justice in summing up re- 
viewed all tho circumstances that had led 
uj) to tho present suit, dwelling upon tho 
mistake of tho County Court judge in 
Barkerville. • The order of Mr. Justice 
Gray was then adverted to, also tho judg- 
ment of tho full court afterwards. The 
matter had beonbufore him seven or eight 
times and an important affidavit had never 
been produced. Ho had seen it for tho first 
time to-day. It was a matter of pride for 
him to say that a decision of tho Court 
had nevor been appealed from to tho 
privy council, but it seems this had beon 
carried to tho privy council, but that tho 
;<.ppaal had not boon allowed. The pro- 
ceedings had now terminated and it was 
for the jury to say whothor on the 16th 
Aoril the bank had a claim upon the Neu- 
felder note. The deed of composition 
and discharge although not confirmed was 
executed and tho property should have 
beon ro-convoyed to the Neufelder estate. 
Ho did not see what right tho bank had 
to thu noto at that timo. Tho bank had 
been unsuccessful in every ease, even up 
to the privy council. Thu Beody note 
was entirely satisfied by tho deed of sale 
which had been executed. Walker could 
not be held for their negligence in not 
proceeding on tho bill of sale given. Ma- 
liciousness and spito wero then coramont- 
ed on; and it appeared to tho loarnod 
judge that pursuing this caso from Court 
to O^urt wn«j within the moaning of the 
plaintiff's caso, maliciousness and spite. 
Tho nature of the claim put forward by 
tho Enterprise Company was next com- 
mented upon. A distinction was drawn 
between tlie evidence of Pinkerton and 
Walkor and that of the manager of the 
bank. In the ono caso it was straight- 
forward and conclusive and in tho other 
uncertain and unsatisfactory. The ques- 
tion of damages was then alluded to, and 
it would be for the jury to determine the 
amount to bo awarded. In 1879 the 
plaintiff was in struggling circomstances; 
but at that timo business was tolor.ably 
good and that business had boon stopped. 
Ho waaenlitlod to damages in that ro- 
apoct by loss of property in goods and 
buildings. Besides all this there wore 
tho costs of litigation which wero consi- 
derable, although the bank had invariably 
lost. Travelling expenses wore also 
heavy. Cost of living had likewise beon 
incurred, and then there was tho suffer- 
ing and vexation experienced by tho 
plaintiff all through those proceedings. 
Ho would now allow tho jury to retire 
to consider their verdict. 

The summing up w.as most decidedly in 
i.ivor of plaintiff. 

Mr. .lohnson wished before tho jury 
lutired to object to the summing up of tho 
Court. 

Tho Chief Justice wanted to know what 
.^oint tho learned counsel objoclcd to. 

Mr. Johnson — Tho wiiolo of it, my 
Lord. 

Objections were then onumoratod -and 
taken down. The learned counsel con- 
tended that tho plaintiff was a petitioner 
and therefore the brfnk had to defend it- 
self. 

The Chief Justice remarked t'lat in 
overy case, except one, and then without 
evidence, the bank had lost. 

Mr. Johnson contended that because 
thern was no evidence to to tho jury 
that tho bank had appealed to the privy 
council. 

Tho Chief Justice — No one knows what 
occurred before tho privy council. He 
had made a noto of all the counsel's ob- 
jections except one, which hp could not 
note, as it was not a question for the jury 
at all. 

.\fter some explanation from Mr. Drake 
the jury retired to consider their verdict. 

At 8:30 the Chief Justi.^o returned, 
when it was understood that tho jury 
could not agree and that thoy stood six 
to eight on their verdict. The Chief Jus- 
tice wont to tho jury-room to see if he 
could bo of use in aiding their decision, 
and after a few minutes absence returned 
and adjourned the Court for another hour." 

The Chief Juatice again took his seat at 
10.10 and ordered tho jury, who had boon 
absent more than three hours, into court. 
He thought it would be as well for a 
threo-fourths verdict to be given. 

The foreman came in and asked for a 
lis^ of damages sustained by the plaintiff. 

His Lordship said there was a sort of 
list that ho had made out; but that if tho 
jury had all .agreed upon a verdict he 
should be very much disposed to accept it. 

The foreman remarked that they had 
all agreed on a verdict and accordingly the 
jury took their seats. The foreman then 
said that a verdict had been agreed to but 
tho question of amount of damages had 
not been arrived at. 

His Lordship was afraid that was not a 
verdict, and ho would'make out his list of 
heads of damages for.tbeir. information. 

One of the jurymen a^ked the Chief Jus- 
tice whether or not the bank was liable 
for the damage and loss which the pro- 
perty of plaintiff had sustained while in 
its possession. 

Tho Chief Justice replied in the affir- 
mative, if the proceedings:! wereo consider- 
ed illo^ on.the, part of ■. the bank. It 
would be as well for the jury to retire 
again and consider the question of dam- 
ages, making a distinction between those 
sustained before tho IGth M.ay and those 
after that date. He reminded them that 
the legal three hours had fully 
expired, but tliathe would not bo particu- 
lar as regarded time. 

The jury retired and after an absence 
of -iO minutes more returned with a 
verdict for plaintiff with no damages pre- 
vious to IGth May, 1880, ancl 85000 dam- 
ages after that date. Tho verdict w.ts there- 
fore for the plaintiff, damauos §5000. 

Mr. Bole asked the Court to fix the 
time for arguing tKe ''demiinforl^^S 
■would like to refurn'ho'rhe to New West- 
minster for a few days as there was no 
necessity for hurrying it on.
